future in “contract trade", that 
is the hotels, apartments, public 
lobbies, ete, on account of its 
resistance to wea 
“Another large wool weaver 
of specialty items report that 
tests of blends are most satis- 
factory, and the organization 

ill proceed on further explor- 
tory work if they are given the 
assurance of a 10,000-pound per 
week supply source" Mr. Mor- 
ton told the group.

zation.”
